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OHE  City  of  San  Diego  is  be- 
coming increasingly  popu- 
lar with  travelers  as  a  de- 
lightful place  for  a  vacation 
sojourn.

They  reason  that  if  it  is  true  that  the  winters 
are  warm  and  that  the  average  mean  winter  temperature  is  60,  it 
must  surely  be  very  hot  in  summer.  The  contrary  is  true.  The 
average  summer  temperature  is  68,  only  8  degrees  warmer  than  in 
winter.  It  is  a  strange  but  true  fact  that  San  Diego  is  warm  in 
winter  and  cool  in  summer.  It  is  both  a  Winter  Resort  and  a 
Summer  Resort. 

Located  on  a  beautiful  Land-locked  Bay,  affectionately  called 
the  "Harbor  of  the  Sun,"  San  Diego  offers  an  inspiring  view,  as 

well  as  year  round  sports  in  fishing,  sailing  and  swim- 
ming. It  is  a  frequent  objective  point  for  vessels  of 
the  United  States  and  Foreign  Navies  and  Men-o'- 
War  are  regularly  seen  at  anchor  in  the  Harbor. 

The  United  States  Aviation  School  is  located  at 
San  Diego  and  daily  flights  are  made  by  the  officers 
of  the  Army  Aero  Corps.  This  feature  is  of  much 
interest  to  the  people  from  the  East  and  the  Middle  West,  where 
less  favorable  weather  conditions  prevent  any  but  infrequent  avi- 
ation spectacles.

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A  Southern  California  Home— Point  Loma — Across  the  Bay  from  San  Diego 
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first  settlement  by  white  men  was  at  San  Diego.  Fifteen  miles  to 
the  south  is  Mexico.  Sight  seeing  automobiles  make  regular  daily 
trips  to  the  interesting  and  strange  town  of  Tia  Juana,  across  the 
border  in  Old  Mexico. 

A  magnificent  government  boulevard  leads  out  Point  Loma, 
the  gigantic  and  majestic  headland  that  shoulders  its  way  nearly 
a._ h*—  .*-~ *  a  dozen  miles  out  to  sea,  protecting  San  Diego  from 
i  j    wind  and  wave,  from  attack  or  surprise.     On  Point 

Loma  may  be  seen  the  old  Spanish  lighthouse,  the 
highest  in  the  United  States  and  the  second  highest 
in  the  world.  So  high  that  its  light  was  so  frequently 
obscured  by  fog  that  the  government  built  a  new 
and  modern  one,  lower  down.  On  Point  Loma  one 
looks  down  upon  the  Pacific  on  one  side,  the  placid  bay  on  the 
other,  with  the  city  in  the  distance.  Here  too,  is  the  huge  Gov- 
ernment Wireless  Station  and  Fort  Rosecrans,  where  a  Batallion 
of  Coast  Artillerymen  man  the  big  10-inch  guns  that  guard  the 
entrance  to  the  harbor. 

The  Theosophical  Headquarters,  Coronado  with  its  tropical 
gardens,  broad  avenues  and  stately  palms,  La  Jolla,  a  delightful 
"Beach"  town,  and  a  dozen  more  points  of  interest  are  within 
easy  motoring  distance.  The  fine  weather  and  splendid  roads 
make  this  the  automobilists  paradise. 

Then  there  are  pleasant  trips  up  the  valleys  back  of  San  Diego 
where  one  may  drive  through  orange  and  lemon  groves,  past  great 
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vineyards  and  up  into  the  mountains,  everywhere  on  smooth,  ex- 
pensively built  boulevards.

^T\      TRIP  into  a  foreign  land  is  always  interesting,  and 
/^  V     this  one  especially  so,  because  it  can  be  made  in  such

Among  these  might  be  mentioned  the 
International    Theosophical    Headquarters,   where   in 
twelve  years  the  hillsides  have  been  transformed  from 
a  wilderness  of  sage-brush  to  a  tropical  garden;  the  U.  S.  Wire- 
less Station,  Fort  Rosecrans;  the  Quarantine  Station;  the  Ben- 
nington Monument,  and  at  the  extreme  point  the 
Old  Spanish  Light  House,  built  in  1769. 

The  view  from  Point  Loma  must  be  seen  to 
be  appreciated,  and  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  world.

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SlAN  DIEGO  is  the  site  of  the  first  settlement  in  Cali- 
fornia, for  it  was  here  that,  in  1769,  the  Franciscan 
Father,  Junipero  Serra,  founded  and  built  the  first  of 
a  string  of  twenty  missions  on  the  California  coast. 
I  The  San  Diego  Mission  is  located  seven  miles  from  the 

city,  up  what  is  known  sa  Mission  Valley,  a  delightful  and  pis- 
turesque  drive.     The  adobe  walls  of  the  Old  Mission,  several 

feet  thick,  are  now  crumbling  in  ruins,  but  prove 
an  eloquent  reminder  of  the  hazardous  and  hardy 
days  ot  a  by-gone  period.  The  old  bells  hanging 
in  the  belfrey  and  the  original  olive  and  palm 
trees  about  the  place  are  evidence  of  the  life 
of  centuries  ago.
